Extract from the deliberations * f the Agency 
o f the Executive Directory at St. Domingo. 


I lie Agency of the Executive Dire&ory 
at St. Domingo, conlidering that It ii abib* 
lutely nrctflary to employ ill the maritime 
force* at it* difpoial, to put an end to the 
piratic* committed by the rebels of the 
South ; and to prevent French* American* 
and other neutral velTels, from carrying them 
provifions and merchandise** Drrrfec—• 
id . I he Agency will give powers to the 
veffels cl the date* aud to private armed 
velTcis, to authorize them to purfue the 
barges and privateers of the rebel Rifptid 
and his accomplices ; if they cannot capture 
them, they (hall burn or fink them, and dif- 
pofe o f their prifoiier* at the firft port iii 
poffcffion of the Republic. 
ad* They (hall capture all the veffels be- 
longing originally to rebels, or thofe which 
have been capturrd by them* whether be­ 
longing to faithful Frenchmen, or to tl»ofe 
ol neutral nations.
